Tho law provides th a t before lan d can be con ­ 
dem ned and taken for road purposes, regardless 
of the w ishes of the ow ners, public necessity 
for such a road m u st be show n to exist. 
Does 
anybody suiu» ose th a t in the case of m ost of the 
roads, sou th of th e city, upon w^jlch th e cou rt is 
cheerfully expending large am ou n ts of th e peo­ 
ple ’s m oney, any such n ecessity exists? On th e 
conirarj'. condem nation proceedings w ouitl fall 
fiat in alm ost every in stan ce. 
T he new roads 
are being opened, not because th e public needs 
them , bu t because th e real e sta te m en w ant 
roads where th ey 
w ill do th e ir property the 
m ost good. 
T u eir is no necessity for forcible 
seiznra 
Ijccause th e lan d is given only too 
eagerly. 
W ith apparen tly equal eagerness the gu ard ­ 
ian s of th e public fan d s hasten to pou r m oney 
Into these real e sta te thoroughfares, u tte rly re ­ 
gard less of th e half-m ade roads th a t th e public 
sta n d s in absolute need of and to w hich the 
taxpaye rs are riirhtfully en titled . 
i t th e n ecessities were atten d ed to. th e open- 
inir of new roads w ould be reasonable and right, 
because, no dou bt th ey w ill be necessary som e 
dav. 
Now, however, th e first object should be to 
m ake firm , passable and perm an en t the roads 
w hich are the essen tial ou tle ts an d inlet« of 
K ansas C ity on all sides. 
As a poin t which may be of value in con sid er­ 
ing th is m atter, I betr leave to quote a law th a t I 
have never seen referred to since tho Star be- 
cnn talk in g ‘•suburban roads.” 
I t is an act 
passed by the legislature in M arch, 1887, and is 
en titled "An act au th orizin g county cou rts in 
counties now 'containing or th a t m ay h ereafter 
contain 75,CM)0 in h a bita n ts or more, and in 
w hich th ere are now’ or m ay h ereafter be one 
or m ore graded roads, to m acadam ize th e sam e, 
arid providing tho m anner of doiniz such w ork.” 
The 
section in d icates th at, in 
expending 
m oneyjon county roads, th e cou n ty cou rt is e x­ 
pected to pav partic u la r a tte n tion to com plet­ 
in g and im proving existin g roads. 
The law is 
a.‘i follow s: 
‘‘S ectiox I. 
In all counties in th e sta te of 
MisKouri in which th ere are now or m ay here­ 
a fte r be one or m ore qraded roads, it shall be 
law ful for th e cou n ty cou rts ot such cou n ties to 
m acadam ize th e sam e in th e m an n er h erein after 
provided. 
"Sec. 2. W henever five or m ore of the ta.K- 
paying citizens living along the *ine of any 
graded road shall pe tition the cou n ty cou rt of 
such county to m acadam ize an y one of said 
roads, sta tin g th a t th ey are w illing to pay one- 
iou rth of the en tire cost of m acadam izing Ruch 
ro.-id, the county court, if th ere are sufiicient 
fu n d s in the county treasury, not otherw ise 
apj>ropriated. belonging eith er to th e road fund 
o r (l)'amsh o p fitn d, ma.y 
cause an estim ate of 
tlio cost of doing such work to bo m ade an d e n ­ 
tered of rciiord, and m ay m ake an ( -der d irect- 
iu c said petitioner.s to pay in to th e county tre a s­ 
ury of th e county the on e-fou rth of such e sti­ 
m ate. 
Upon th e paym en t of .-<nch sum by said 
petllionex's, as specified in said order, the said 
court m ay cause tho con tract to be let for 
th e ; m acadam izing of said road as prayed for, 
th e le ttin g and com pletion of such w ork to be 
u n d er th e su pervision of such person or persona 
as the county cou rt m ay apppoint. 
S aid road, 
w hen com pleted, shall be an d rem ain a free 
road. 
Sec. 3. 
T he n ecessity for th e Im provem ent 
ot graded roads bv m acadam izing th e sam e are 
o f .su ck h n iJO)'la.n ce to th e p u blic 
as to require 
th e im m ediate tak in g eltcct of th is a c t; th ere ­ 
fore, th is act shall be In force from and a fter its 
passage. ”

him a t the undercakers a t 2 o'clock a t night. 
I held a post m ortem exam ination. 
I found 
a w ound in tli8 corner of th e righ t eye, w hich 
had c u t away a portion of tho no.se. 1 traced the 
w ound w hich w ent through tne eye bail and 
back through th e brain. The skull was fractured, 
bu t th e ball did n ot pass through, bu t rebou n d ­ 
ed aud in a str.ange line lodged m the surface of 
th e brain. 
I recognize the revolver, 
in your hanu, and the ball I extracted fitted the 
calibre. 
The ball is large enough to bo in sta n tly 
fatal, and I th in k th a t ball caused the death of 
H am ilton. 
I t is m ore likely 
th a t H am ilcou 
was facing th e pistol, bu t his face m ight have 
been tu rn ed a little .” 
Oificer W illiam B urns testified : ”I know Alice 
Dyke. 
I was presen t a fter H am ilton >vas shot. 
I w ent down w ith th e patrol wason.

arrived I found a m an dying.

him th a t Alick Dyke sh ot H am ilton. 
Ho noticed 
th a t as H am ilton lay on the sidew alk his teet 
were close to th e doorway. 
Upon th e conclusion of G lenn’s testim ony, 
Judsro W hite said he was inclined to in stru c t 
th e ju ry to find Mrs, D yke guilty of m urd er iu 
th e second degree. 
M ayor W oodson thereupon 
sprang to his leet an d rem on strated . 
“Thi.s w'oman is a com m on prostitu te , and 
n oth in g can be show’ii as a justification lu the 
evidence adduced,” he said.

The total vote on prohibition was 
3,1 9 4 , and it was carried by 25 0 majority, 
five wards g iving majorities for the law and 
two ag ainst it.. The election was peculiar 
and exciting . 
Women were at the polls, 
lunches were served, and those in favor of 
prohibition undoubtedly made the most 
strenuous efforts in its behalf. 
So far as the law itself is concerned, 
prohibition has been leg ally enacted in 
Springfield during the next four years,— 
the tenn which must elapse under the law 
e o.e another vote can be taken on the 
question. 
But there 
are 
other circum­ 
stances which will have a practical in ­ 
fluence on the 
enforcem ent of the law. 
I rohibition has been voted in Springfield, 
but the work of enforcing it still remains 
to be carried out. 
In the first place,rsome twenty saloons in 
Springfield w ill remain open during the 
next six months. 
Anticipating that the 
law would be passed, saloon keepers to 
this number on the day before election took 
out licenses and paid their fees for half * a 
year, and they are entitled under the law 
to enjoy the same privileg es they have had 
in the past. 
On the one hand, this inter­ 
regnum will give the authorities time to 
prepare to enforce the law when the time 
shall 
come 
around; 
on 
the 
other 
hand, 
the 
people 
may 
meanwhile 
become 
more 
indifferent 
to 
the 
question than they are to-day. 
In the sec­ 
ond place the law may have received the 
vote of many people who have yielded to 
influences and rather favor the law, but yet 
will not be w illing to take any active part in 
enforcing it. 
A mere nom inal majority of 
votes is not enough to establish actual pro­ 
hibition. 
Public sentim ent in its behalf 
must be strong enough to elect officers and 
provide juries for the prosecution and 
conviction of those who violate the law, 
and in all ways to sustain the inform ers 
and other disagreeable incidents of prohi­ 
bition. 
Tbis is the experience which the 
people of 
Springfield 
will go through 
during the, four years, and that term will 
serve to demonstrate whether the people of 
Springfield actually want prohibition or 
not. 
The philosophy of the law is well de­ 
monstrated by the Springfield election. 
It 
enables every compact community to de­ 
termine for itself whether or not it will 
tolerate saloons. 
If 
Springfield were a 
sm alltow n, or a suburb of some large city 
populated by fam ilies, there would be little 
doubt that the law would be sustained. 
Even as it is, if Springfield be satisfied 
with 
the 
surrender 
of 
the 
revenue 
it 
has 
been 
receiving 
from 
sa­ 
loons 
and 
if 
it 
be 
discovered 
that the law can be enforced without too 
much friction, then it will stand. 
At all 
events, the prohibition question in M is­ 
souri is now’ in such shape that there is no 
excuse for farther ag itation. 
Every com ­ 
munity may decide for itself whether it will 
prohibit or license the sale of liquor, and 
individuals may govern their residence ac­ 
cordingly whenever they regard that ques­ 
tion as a paramount consideration.

In 1870 and du ring the succeed­ 
ing two years, Andrew S. Hlallide, of San Fran- 
nisco, took out a nu m ber of p atents and se­ 
cured the requ isite cap ital to begin the constru c­ 
tion of the first cable railway in 1873 on Clay 
street in San Francisco. 


R e n ton a n il C ivil S e r v ic e R eform . 
When Hon. Thomas H. Benton was iu the 
senate he had strong party feelings and was 
at times, as the champion of President J ack­ 
son, led to defend his ‘•sweeping removals,” but 
in reality the Missouri senator always held 
sound views on the civil service policy of the 
government. 
When ho came out of the senate 
lie was prepared to take a philosophical view 
of politics. 
He then wrote his famous ‘■Thirty 
Years iu the United States Senate." In it he 
expressed on civil service reform the following 
sentiments, which are hero kindly commended 
to the attention of both Democrats and Re­ 
publicans: 
“ I consider csweeeping' removal as now prac­ 
ticed by both parties, a great political evil in 
our country, injurious to individuals, to the 
public service, to the purity of elections, and to 
the harmony and uuiou of the people. 
Cer­ 
tainly no individual has a right to an office; no 
ono has an estate or a property in a public em­ 
ployment; but when a moro ministerial worker 
in a"subordinate station has learned its duties 
bv experience and approval his fidelity by his 
conduct, it in an injury to the public ser­ 
vice 
to 
exchange 
him 
for 
a 
novice, 
whose only title to the place may bo 
a 
political badge or partisan service. 
It is ex­ 
changing experience for inexperience, tried 
ability for untried, and destroying the in­ 
centive to good conduct by destroying its re­ 
ward. 
To the party displaced it is an injury, 
he having become proficient in that business, 
expecting to remain in it during good behavior, 
and finding it difficult, at an advanced age, and 
with fixed habits, to begin a new career in some 
new walk of life. 
It converts elections into 
scrambles for office, for rewards and punish­ 
ment; and divides the people of the Union into 
two adverse parties, each in its term, and as it 
becomes dominant, to strip and proscribe the 
other.”

Men who can do this m u st be cool and self- 
p ossessed. 
I hey are generally men who are 
p rom p t to act incase of danger, and often dis­ 
cov er and allude in a shrill v oice to a fire in a 
crowded theater years boforeanybody else knows 
anything about it. 
Too much stress cannot be p laced up on the 
costume worn while fox-hunting, and, in fact, 
that is after ail, the life and soul of the chase. 
1- or ladles, nothing looks better than a close- 
titting jacket, sewed together with thread of 
the same shade, and a skirt. 
N eat-fitting cav ­ 
alry boots and a p lug hat comp lete the costume, 
lhen, w ith a hue in one b ind and a cry in the 
other, she is p rep ared to mount. Lead the horse 
up to a stone wall or a freight car and sp ring 
lightly Into the saddle with a glad cry. A freight 
car is the host thing from which to m ou nt a 
horse, but it is too unwieldy au d frequ ently de­ 
lays the chase. Fur this reason, too, much lan­ 
guage should not be carried on a fox-hu nt. 
Some gentlem en carry a change of canes, neatly 
concealed in a shawl strap , bu t ev en this may be 
disp ensed with. 
I’or gentlemen, a dark, fou r-bu tton, cutaway 
coat, with neat, loose-fitting white p anties, will 
generally scare a fox into conv ulsions, so that he 
mav be easily killed with a club. A short- 
waisted p lug hat may be worn also, in order to 
distingu ish the hu nter from the whip p er-in, 
who wears a base ball cap . The only fo xh u n t­ 
ing I hav e ev er done was on board an Imp etnousi 
tou gh-bitted, fou r-and-aft horse that had emo­ 
tional insanity. I was dressed in a swallow­ 
tail coat, w aistcoat of Scotch p laid Turkish 
toweling and a p air of close fitting breeches of 
etiqu ette tu cked into my boot top s. A s iya s 
away from home at tbo tim e and could not reach 
my own steed I was obliged to m ount a sp irited 
steed with high, intellectu al hip s, one white eye 
nnd a big red nostril that you could set a 
•Shanghai hen in. This horse, as soon as the 
p ack broke into full crv , climbed ov er a fenco 
th a t bad wrought iron briers on it, lit In a corn­ 
field, stabbed his hind leg through a sero and 
yellow p um p kin, which he wore the rest of the 
day, with sev en v ards of p um p kin v ino stream ­ 
ing out behind, and away wo dashed cross coun­ 
try. I rem ained mounted, not because I en­ 
joyed it, for I did not, bu t because I dreaded to 
dism ount. I hated to get off in p ieces. If I can't 
get off a horse's back as a whole, I would rather 
adhere to the horse. 
I will adhere that I did ho. 
A o dlci not sco thd fox, bu t wo saw almost 
ev erything else. 
I remember, among other 
things, of riding throu gh a hot-house and how I 
enjoyed it. A m orning scamp er through a con­ 
serv atory when the syringas aud jonquils and 
Jack roaes lie cuddled up together in their little 
beds. Is a thing to remember and look back to 
and p ay for. To stand knee deep in glass and 
giadiolas. to smell the mashed and mussed up 
m ignonette and the last fraerant sigh of the 
scrnnchep heliotrop e beneath the hoof of v our 
horse, while far away the deep -m outhed hav ing 
of the hoarse hounds, hotly hugging the reeking 
trail of the anise-seed bag, calls on the gor­ 
geously canarlsoned hills to giv e back their 
m erry music or fork it ov er to other answering 
hills, is joy to the hu ntsm an’s heart. 
On, on I rode, w ith my uneonflned locks 
stream ing behind me in the au tu m n wind. On 
aud still on 1 sp ed, the big, bright p um p kin 
slip p ing up and down the gambrel of my sp ir­ 
ited horse at ev ery jump . On and ev er on we 
went, shedding terror and p u m p kin seeds along 
ou r glittering track till my p roud steed ran his 
leg In a gop her hole aud fell ov er one or those 
machines that they p u t on n high-headed steer 
to keep him from ju m p ing fences. As the horse 
fell, the necklace or this hickory p oke flew up 
and adju sted 
Itself around my throat. In

p lowed into a brand-new culv ert or rooted up a 
clov er-fleld. Ev ery tim e it ran into an orchard 
or a cemetery it would jar my neck aud knock 
me silly.

A llow ed D e c lin e iu th e P r ov e r b ia l P olit e ­ 
n e ss of P a risia n s. 
Paris Corro3i>ondoncG London Telegrap h. 
Complaints aro being continually raised, par­ 
ticularly at this period of the year, as to the 
lack of politeness and urbanity which distin­ 
guishes persons who administer to the daily 
wants of tho public in Paris. 
There is, it must 
be confessed, a great deal of ground for these 
complaints. 
Time was when the Parisian wait­ 
ers, omnibus conductors, cab drivers aud por­ 
ters were most civil and obliging peoplo. 
Whon the old fashioned British tourist de­ 
scribed by Thackeray came over hero aud 
shouted “ uarsong” from his bedroom at every 
moment of tho day and the night, his multi­ 
tudinous orders were obeyed with choerfnl 
alacrity by the hotel servitors. 
The commis­ 
sionaire who showed tho stranger his wav about 
the streets did so with a ceremonious politeness 
which smacked of the old regimo, and every 
foreigner who has been to Paris went home 
with a high opinion of the politeness and good 
nature of the modest menial with whom he had 
come in contact during his stay on the boule­ 
vards. The case is so different at the present, 
day that not only strangers, but even Parisians 
themselves, deeply, lament tho change in the 
manners of tho humbler classes. A decently 
dressed man or woman while going through 
some parts of Paris is often stopped and in­ 
sulted as a bourgeois—the noun being generally 
qualified by an unutterable adjective—and if he 
venture into a lonely or shady neighborhood the 
chances are that some loafing rascal will bo in­ 
clined to follow tho example of the collier de­ 
picted in an English caricature, and to “ heave 
a brick fit him.”

Every summer tho Polar Sea, oft' the coast of 
Finmarken, Norway, is alive with whales and 
their chasers. The principal game of the Nor­ 
wegian whalers is the great blue whale, attain­ 
ing a length of acme 9 0 to 100 feet. 
This 
mammoth champion of the Polar Ocean pos­ 
sesses immense strength and 
tho whaler’s 
"tackle” must necessarily be pretty solid. When 
killed the whale sinks to tho bottom, and the 
captor is apt to lose his game.

Mr. SvendFoyn, the pioneer of tho whaling in­ 
dustry, lias invented a new’ harpoon whereto is 
affixed a self-exploding bomb filled with a gas- 
producing composition. 
When the whale is 
harpooned the bomb buried in the flesh of the 
animal oxplodes, and tho gas produced per­ 
meating the veins and cavities of the leviathan 
prevents him from sinkiug. 
How uerilouB and hazardous whaling is, even 
with the most perfect of appliances and wea­ 
pons, is well illustrated by the following nar­ 
ration related by an eye witness: 
‘ It was a J une day, with rough weather, 
rougher even than usual on a summer day at 
Yardo. 
The little fleet of small, yet strong, 
whaling steamers must try their luck, however, 
and off they go in the early morning, steering 
to and fro, battling with the high sea. 
To no 
avail. Not a whale was to bo seen anywhere, 
and tho sea increasing, and the wind develop­ 
ing almost into a storm, they turned aud 
steamed homeward one after another, all but 
one. 
He must try a little further. 
The waves 
craft like a shell; the har- 
not to be 
waters. 
Yet no whale: nothing to be seen or heard but 
the white mountains and dumb thunder of the 
rolling waves and the shrill whining of th e' 
storm through the steamer. 
The captain at 
last found the search fruitless, and turned 
homeward. 
The vessel arriving at the mouth 
of the harbor, a big whale shot up in front; al­ 
most touching tho bow of the steamer. 
The 
harpooner, surprised at first, was, however, up 
to 
his 
business. 
A 
flash, 
a 
roar, and 
in 
the 
very 
moment 
the 
harpoon 
was buried to the handle in the big whale, 
but strange, tho bomb didn’t explode, and the 
animal, suffering inteuso agonies, shot out to 
sea, towing the steamer after him. Against the 
towering waves, against the raging storm, the 
whaler went with lightning speed, though its 
engine was reversed. For eight miles the ter­ 
rible race went on. only tho masts and the 
chimuev of tho steamer in the meantime being 
visible above the waters. The vessel was strong, 
however, and tho crew tried men, who did not 
propose to let go. 
-llut what's that? A fishing boat with its 
keel npmost, and two men clinging for life to 
the wreck! 
T o cut tho line and savo the men 
was tho harpooner’s first thought, 
lhen wo 
w ill lo s e the whale, tho line, and tho lnirpoon, 
thousand of crowns’ worth, was his second. It 
must soon bo done, and in a few minutes wo 
can bo back and save the men, was his conclu­ 
sion, and on tho vessel went. 
Hallo, thero, 
what is up? Tho line burst, tho whale sank 
out of signt, tho steamer tossing aimless on tho 
r o l l i n g waves. There was nothing more to do. 
The captive was free, sinking slowly to the bot­ 
tom to die. But two human lives wore saved, 
and tin* whalers considered themselves richly 
rewarded for their terrible race and the loss of 
their game as well.” _ _ _ _ _ _ _ _ _
